A MAMRAIN ! 


Roshes TliroDgh aMiehlgan Town and 
Carries Terror to Its People 
With the Flying Timbers. 


MABQXTxrrE, Mich., Feb. 17.—Last 
evening a copper train of thirty cars on 
the Dalath and Sonth Shore road, got 
oat of the control of the men at the 
Prince mine, five miles above this city, 
and came thandering down the heavy 
grade at the rate of over a mile a minuta. 
The shrieke of the locomotive whistle 
caused thousands to rush out, all know- 
ing well what the trouble was. 


In four minutes after the engineer 
blew the first danger whistle, five miles 
above, so that the main track might be 
left clear for him to make the run through 
the city or go into Lake Superior, the 
train came thundering down through 
the yards. 


The big mogul engine kept up its 
shrieks and the rush of cars shook the 
earth, while the train seemed a sheet of 
flame from the fire caused by the fric- 
tion of the smoking brakes. Nine cars 
of heavy timber were on the train and at 
the third crossing, the timbers began to 
fiy. They shot through the &ir like 
lightning in all directions. 
Buildings 
were demolished and the cars thrown 
from the track. Three cars held to the 
engine and dragged a fourth with it. The 
timbers «aught under the wheels of 
the engine 
and stopped it with- 
in 
two 
hundred 
feet 
of the 
sharp 
curve 
which 
would 
surely 
have thrown it into the lake. For three 
blocks the timbers and car trucks and 
cars are scattered. Two streets are 
blockaded. 


The engineer and fireman stuck to 
their posts. One brakeman jumped in 
the dark, not knowing he was in the 
city, so swift was the rush of the train. 
He was saved by being thrown into an 
immense snow drift. 
The conductor 
and other brakeman cut loose the ca- 
boose and escaped. 
It is marvelous 
that the only loss of life was Gov. 
Swineford's great Newfoundland dog, 
which was killed by one of the flying 
timbers.

My sister and I could perfectly agree 
together if it was not for the partiality 
of our parents, who favor her to my 
great humiliation. 


From my infancy I was taught to 
look upon my sister as if she were of a 
higher rank than L My parents al- 
lowed me to grow up without any in- 
struction, while they did not spare any 
cost on the education of my sister. She 
had professors of writing, drawing, 
music, and other useful and ornamental 
performances, but if I happened to 
touch a pencil, a pen, or a needle, I 
was severely reprimanded, and more 
than once I was even beaten for being 
clumsy. 


It is true that my sister likes my com- 
pany, and does not despise my co-operar- 
tion occasionally, but always claims 
superiority, and only calls upon me 
when she needs my assistance. 


Now, ladies and gentlemen, I do not 
believe that my complaints are dictated 
by vanity ; oh, no, they have a more se- 
rious basis. 


My sister and I are charged by otir 
parents with the work of procuring the 
necessities of life. Now, if some sick- 
ness should befall my sister and make 
her unable to work (and I tell you in 
confidence my sister is subject to 
cramps, rheumatism, gout, and many 
other ailments), what will become of 
my family ? Alas ! we shall perish in 
misery; for I shall not be able even to 
draw a 
supplication for obtaining 
charity. 
Even for this present petition 
I have been obliged to use a stranger's 
hand. 


Oh, how my parents will yet regret 
having established such an unjust dis- 
tinction between two sisters who re- 
semble each other so nearly ! 


Will you be so kind, ladies and 
gentlemen, as to make my parents 
realize how unjust it is to be so partial 
in their treatment of their children and 
how necessary it is for them to bestow 
their care and art'ection upon their oflf- 
spring in equal measure ?

THE restoration of the old briok 
ehnroli at Smithfield, Ya., supposed to 
be the oldest church in Virginia, is 
naarly done. 
The ohnrch was bnilt in 
1632, and used continnonslj for two 
esntnries. 
Among the materials used 
in the restoration were 2,000 brioks 
which were originally used in the Bay 
Church, and passed through several 
hftnds after the edifice was taken down. 
Some of them have served in the walls 
of a farm-house kitchen, and others 
were in the walla of a burying ground. 
Among the twenty-one stained-glass 
memorial windows will be one of Pocsr 
hontas, one of Col. John Parker, and 
one of the Earl of Macclesfield. 


THERE are three establishments M 
Paris devoted to the manufacture of 
ladies' cigarettes, and they do a large 
trade.

deliberate defiance of the superstition 
«re aghast at his temerity, and proph- 
esy all sorts of bad luck for him. 
He 
will have the magnificent skin of the 
ftnimal stufifed and mounted. 


THE private office of Daniel Maa> 
liing in the Argus newspaper office, 
says a correspondent, is to-day exactly 
what it was when Mr. Manning went to 
Washington in the winter of 1885 to ao 
cept the treasury portfolio. 
To most 
of the politicians of the State this little 
office is very well known. 
It is a com 
partment, perhaps a dozen feet square, 
on the ground floor of the Argus build- 
ing. 
To reach it it was necessary 
pass through the Broadway entrance to 
the business office.

Early 
in the morning the President and Dan 
Ijamont alighted and walked over 
the ArgiLS office, some blocks distant 
^here the President was closeted with 
the Secretarv of the Treasury for an 
liour. 
The result of that interview was 
that the latter, who had been improv- 
ing in health, agreed to return to the 
cabinet. 
He had previously writtea 
Us resignation and placed it in Mr. 
Cleveland's hand, but the President had 
declined to receive it."

The origin and operation of th® 
blizzards and their partiality for Da- 
kota, Western Minnesota, Iowa, Kan- 
sas, and Nebraska and the territory 
even farther south are worth at least a 
little theorizing. 
hy is it that east 
of the Mississippi Eiver they are only 
felt with diminished force, and east oi 
the Ohio line, for instance, that is, in 
the Central States, New York, anc 
New England, hardly at all ? 
The re- 
ply seems to be a simple one. 
The 
southern part of l>ritish America, from 
Labrador west to the upper shores of 
Lake Superior, is traveled by what is 
known as the Laurentian, and at the 
extreme west the Huronian Mountains 
composed in reality of an enormous 
rock formation, the oldest yet discov 
ered, with no shells or fossils to tell 
us its age or what time it lifted ita 
great wall above the waters. 
It is the 
oldest sedimentary rock found on the 
globe. 
The thickness of its beds haa 
been estimated at I >0,000 feet 
It risea 
in hills and mountains 4,000 feet high, 
and on the gorges of the Saguenay 
forms sheer 
clifls 1,500 feet high. 
It 
makes 
a 
solid, 
everlast- 
ing rock barrier; 
no 
wind, 
be 
it blizzard or tornado, can pass. 
II 
shelters all the country to the south oi 
it from the icy blasts sweeping down 
from the Arctic regions. 
At its west- 
eri^limit they may strike against it and 
deflect like water meeting an obstacle^ 
and in Wisconsin, Eastern Minnesota, 
iVlichigan, and Illinois they may be fell 
with diminished force. West of thai 
limit, however, there is no break. Be- 
tween a line from that point north and 
south and the Kockies and Sierras, 
which guard all to the west of them, 
stretches one vast unbroken plateau 
from the polar regions straight south 
to the Gulf of Mexico.

plateau Jioreas, starting from the pole, 
finds no obstruction in his path. 
He 
comes down with a rush, sweeping 
everything before him, chilling and 
freezing everything he encounters, and 
planting his snow, sleet, and ice even 
on the shores of the far-oflf Gulf oi 
Mexico. The more favored reeiona 
sout^ of these gigantic mountains o' 
rock interposing their friendly barriei 
know little of the terrors of these bittei 
Arctic currents, which carry death and 
destruction along with them to thi 
dwellers on the plain. 
Manitoba ia 
only a mid-station the road from th« 
pole to the Gulf. 
It is not the home 
of the blizzard.

COVNGIL PROGEEDINeS. 


ORDINANCKS 
Introduced by Councilman Lahmeyer. 
An ordinance autboFizing the use andoccu 
patlon of certain streets therein named by 
the Citizens' Street Kallroad company of 
Fort Wayne, Ind. 
Sec. 1. Be it ordained by the common eoun 
cii of the city of Fort Wayne» that consent, 
permission and authority are hereby given, 
granted and vested, upon the condition here- 
inafter named, unto the company organized 
as a body politic and corporate, by the name 
of thePort Wajne Street Railroad company 
of Fort Wayne, Ind., and its successors or as- 
signs, to lay a street railroaa track, with all 
necessary turn outs, side tracks and switches, 
for passenger railroad lines upon and along 
the following named street to-wit: 


On West Main street, from Broadway west 
to city limits, said track shall be of uniform 
gauge and not to exceed four feet and nine 
inches in width and must be laid an equal dis- 
tance from the center of said streets, and the 
center of the streets shall be abcertalned by 
measuring from the lines of the lots abutting 
upon said streets. 


Sec. 2. The consent, permission and author- 
ity in this ordinance, granted and' vested in 
said companv, are upon the conditions herein- 
after specified in the following sections. 


Sec. 3. Tue said railroad company is to lay 
said track on said streets, between said points, 
upon a grade to be given by the city civil en- 
gineer of said city, and said company is to 
pave with cobble stone, at the time said tracks 
are laid, all that portion of said streets as lies 
between the rails of said track, at its own ex- 
pense and to the satisfaction of the city civil 
engineer and the common council of said city, 
and the same to be kept, and also twelve 
Inches from the oi;t8ide of each rail of said 
track. In repair and maintained to the satls- 
fact on of said engineer and common council, 
by and at the expense of saJd company; pro- 
vided, that after the eipiratlon of ten years 
from the time of first laying Sild track, the 
said company shall, if so ordered by said com- 
mon council, remove at its own expense said 
cobble stone, and pave the same with such 
material as the common councU shall order, 
at Its own expense and keep and maintain the 
same likewise, all of which ;8 to be done to the 
satisfaction of the city civil engineer and the 
common council, provided, however, that the 
said company shall not be required to build a 
more expensive pavement for its portion than 
is provided for tne balance of said street; If 
other than cobble stone is required of it, said 
company shall not be required to build or 
maintain any other portion of said street than 
specified above, except that it shall maintain 
and keep in repair after the same shall have 
been built or repaired said street to a distance 
ot t . eive inches from theouts'de of each rail 
of said track, to be so kept and maintained in 
repair by said company at its expense and to 
the satisfaction of said comtcon council. 


Sec 4. The rails constituting said track shall 
be the modern improved rail, not less than 
thirty pounds in weight and to be satisfac- 
tory to the mayor and common council of said 
cityard none of the rails of said track shall 
be laid above the level of the surface of the 
street. 


Sec. 0. Said company shall keep the said 
ack in such a condition that It shall not at 
any time be above the surface of said street, 
so that vehicU s can easily and freely at all 
times cross said track, at all points, in any 
direction, without interference or obstruc- 
tion, and if said company shall fail or neglect 
to comply with the provisions of this section, 
the common council shall cause a notice, fix- 
ing a time, which shall not, be less than five 
days, within which said company shall place 
said ti-ack or part thereof, in the condition re- 
quired by this ordinance, and if said company 
shall, within the time so fixed by the common 
council, fail so to do, said company shall for- 
feit and pay to said city f25 for every day of 
such neglect and failure after the expiration 
of said time, as fixed by said common couacil 
and notice thereof: and the city attorney 
shall, upon the order of the common council, 
prosecute such forfeiture to judgment and 
executionin any court of competent jurisdis- 
tion. 


Sec. 6. The common council shall have the 
power at all times to make such regulation as 
to the use of cars and the rate of speed, as 
public health, safety and convenience may re- 
quire. The cars upon said track shall be 
moved or operated by animal power only; 
cars shall run upon said track from 6 o'clock 
a m. until — o'clock p. m. of each and every 
day, and not to exceed twenty minutes apart 
in each direction. 


Sec. 7, The cars of said company shall be 
entitled to the track in all cases. 
Whenever 
any team or vehicle shall meet or be overtaken 
by car such team or vehicle shall glv.^ way to 
said 
car, 
nor 
shall 
any 
person 
will- 
fully 
or 
purposely obstruct 
or 
inter- 
fere 
with 
any 
of 
the 
ca'S 
by driv- 
ing or etopplag, or causing to be placed 
or driven in a slow pace, or siopped, any team 
or vehicle or other obstacle in. upon, along or 
across or near the track of said line ^-fter be- 
ing notified by the driver or the ringing of the 
bell or otherwise, and any person vioiatln? 
this section shall, upon conviction, forfeit a ' d 
jay a fine to said city of not to exceed one 
lundred dollars«. 


Sec. 8. It shall be lawful for the city to ex- 
cavate. or permit to be excavated, said street 
where the same shall be necessarj' for public 
purpohcs, and in cage the same is done it 
shall be the duty of said company to protect 
its own property snd rights as best it can, 
pending such excavation. 


Sec. 9. And In relaying or paving such track, 
or any partthereof, it shall be the dutv of said 
company to leave that portion of said street 
to be maintained by the city in as good condi- 
tion as the same w ts before the laying or re- 
laying of sucn track, or parts thereof, by said 
companv. 


Sec. 10. The said company shall forever in- 
demnify and save harmless the said city of 
brt Wayne against and from any and all 
legal damages, judgments, decrees, costs and 
expenses of the same, which it may suffer, or 
which may be recovered or obtained against 
it for or by Toason of, or growing out of. or 
resultlnjr frem the passage of this ordinance, 
or any matter or tbing connected herewith, or 
by the exercise by the company of the privi- 
eges hereby granted, or from «iny act or acts 
by said company its servants or agents under 
or by virtue of the provisions of this ordi- 
nance. 


Sec 11. And this ordinance is granted upon 
the iurther condition that in making the 
crossing of the bridge over the St. Mary s 
river, on West Main street, with the track of 
said company.
